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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 3 7 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 28 September 2005 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-14, 16-18, and 27-58 have been presented for examination. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 19-21, filed 28 September 2005, with respect to claims 
1_5 ? 7-i4 5 16-18, and 27-58 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1-5, 7-14, 16-18, and 27-58 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-5, 7-14, 16-18, and 27-58 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Examiner agrees with the Applicant's arguments on pages 19-21 of the response 
filed on 28 September 2005, that none of the cited references disclose "a gateway transcoding to 
transcode a single packetized stream of video information from the first format into multiple 
compressed output streams of video information having different second compression formats " 
(emphasis added). The Examiner could not find any teachings or motivation in the prior art to 
output multiple compressed output streams, all of different compression formats, from a single 
packetized stream of video. Since no teachings or motivation can be found to output multiple 
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compressed output streams, all of different compression formats, from a single packetized stream 
of video, claims 1-5, 7-14, 16-18, and 27-58 are therefore novel and non-obvious, since all the 
independent claims recite the recitation, or similar claim language.
